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To  be  «Hglble  'fflf  election  on  the  com- 
mittee a  member's  name  will  have  to  be 
posted  in  the  CoflFee  Room  one  week  prior 
to  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  such 
nomination  to  be  endorsed  by  five  members 
of  the  Club,  but  the  outgoing  Committee 
or  any  of  its  members  will  be  eligible  for 
election  without  being  posted  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid.^     In  the  event  of  an  insuffi- 
cient number  of  nominations,  tl^e  Commit- 
tee shall  make  nominations  to  complete  the 
requisite  number.

Nine  members  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  elected  from  the  Staff  of  the  Seventh 
Militofy  District,  the  officers  of  the  Per- 
manent  Corps  stationed  in  Quebec,  the 
Officers  of  the  Active  MilitU  Corps  having 
their  headquarters  in  the  aty  of  Quebec, 
and  from  the  retired  Offioera  of  the  said 
Staff  and  Corps  aeteeted  from  amongst  the 
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actual  or  retired  OflBoen  of  such  SUff  or 
Corpi  who  are  members  of  the  Club. 

Six  members  shall  be  elected  from  among 
the  other  members  of  the  Club. 

An  additional  member-  to  hold  the  office  ^" 
of  Secretery-Treasnrer  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  annually  elect  asiMtioiia 
President  from  its  Militory  Members,  and  a***"**" 
Vice-President  from  its  Civilian  Members. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  VsmumIm 
shall  be  filled  up  at  once  when  they  occur, 
by  the  Committee. 

The  three  senior  members  (to  be  decided 
by  lot,  should  there  be  more  than  three  of 
equal  length  of  service  on  the  Committee) 
shall  retire  annually  and  will  not  be  eligible 
for  re-election  for  one  year  from  the  date  of 
their  retirement.

It  shall  be  its  duty,  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Com  nittee,  to  manage  the 
Club,  to  reguhite  prices,  to  audit  bills,  to 
receive  com|daints,  to  redress  grievances, 
and  to  appoint  and  dismiss  all  employ^.

20.  All  indebtedness  by  members  to  the 
Club  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  settled  by 
the  member  incurring  the  same  before 
leaving  the  house.  The  steward  may  give 
credit,  but  such  indebtedness  must  be  paid 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month.

ally convened  for  that  purpose,  and  pro- 
vided such  alteration,  amendment  or  sus- 
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pension  shall  have  been  specified  in  the 
notice  snmindnlBg  such  meeting,  and  that 
at  such  meeting  twenty  members  at  least 
be  present.

24.     The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Club  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Wednesday 
in   October  in  each  year,  at  8.00  o'clock 
p.m.,  for  the^purpose  of  receiving  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee,  and  of  making  any 
alterations  or  additions  to  the  Constitution 
which  may  be  cc  ^sidered  advisable.     Two 
Auditors,   auditors  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual 
meeting,  who  shall  examhie  the  accounts 
from  time  to  time  and  renort  thereon  at  the 
next  annual  meeting.     Another  meeting 
Adjonrned  shall  be  held  on  the  Wednesday  fortnight, 
for  the  purpose  of  deciding  on  such  propo- 
sitions as  may  have  been  submitted  at  the 
former  meeting.

The  Club  will  not  be  responsible  for  pro- 
perty left  in  the  rooms.    . 

CARDROOMS.. 

5.  The  price  for  cards  is  20  cents  per 
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player  for  new  cards,  and  for  seconds  pro- 
vided they  are  on  hand,  lo  cents  per  player. 
This  charge  entitles  the  table  to  the  use 
of  two  packs  of  cards.  Should  additional 
cards  be  required,  the  charge  for  the  use  of 
these  will  be  25  cents  per  pack  for  new 
cards  and  15  cents  for  seconds. 

The  points  at  Whist  shall  not  exceed  25 
cents. 

The  limit  at  "Draw  Poker"  shall  be  25 
cents. 

Silence  should  be  observed  as  much  as 
possible  in  the  Card  Room. 

Card  playing  is  not  allowed  in  the  Club

BILLIARD  ROOM. 

Rules  and  Refolationi. 

6.     The  Room  shall  be  open  for  players 

at   12.30  p.m.  every  week-day  except  on 

Public  and  Bank  HoUdays.  when  the  time 

shall  be  11  a.  m. 


Members  desiring  to  play  before  the 
aboi«  hours,  may  obtain  Ubies  on  special 
application  to  the  head  marker. 

Players  are  entitled  to  one  game  of  loo 
up  billiards  or  two  games  of  50  up,  and  may 
continue  provided  the  table  is  not  engaged. 

Players  are  entitled  to  oue  game  of 
snooker  pool  or  two  games  of  pyramid  pool, 
and  must  then  give  up  the  table  should  it 
be  engaged. 

Notice  will  be  given  the  players  by  the 
head  marker  or  an  assistant  marker  when 
the  table  is  engaged. 

Snooker-pool  or  Life-pool  by  four  or  more 
players  take  precedence  over  any  claim  for 
tables  by  billiard  or  pyramid  players,  and 
the  tables  may  be  kept  as  long  as  desired. 

Members  cannot  engage  another  table 
while  playing. 

When  members*  who  have  engaged  a 
table  are  not  in  the  billiard  room  when  the 
same  Is  at  their  disposal,  it  may  be  given  to 
another  applicant. 
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No  game  can  be  commenced  after  11.30 
on  Saturday  nights,  12.30  on  other  nighu. 

Should  any  dispute  arise  over  any  game, 
the  same  shall  be  decided  by  the  marker, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Members  playing  with  tie  markers  pay 
the  full  ordinary  price  for  games,  whether 
they  win  or  lose. 

All  games  must  be  signed  for  before  the 
players  leave  the  room. 

The  authorized  charges  are  as  follows : 
Game  of  billiards,  40  cts.  per  hour. 
Game  of  pyramid  pool,  40  cts.  per  hour. 

Gahie  of  English  pool,  5  cts.  per  cue. 
Star  5  cts. 

Game  of  Pin  pool,  5  cts.  per  cue. 

Game  of  Shell  pool,  5  cts.  per  cue. 

Game  of  Black  pool,  10  cts.  per  cue  per 
yi  hour. 

Game  of  Snooker  pool,  10  cts.  per  cue 
per  >4  hour. 

Charges  will  not  be  made  for  period  of 
time  less  than  one-quarter  of  an  hour. 
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Players  are  not  allowed  to  get  on  the 
table  to  play  their  stroke,  but  must  use  the 
rests. 

Gentlemen  tearing  the  billiard  cloth  or 
in  any  other  way  damaging  the  table,  will 
be  charged  for  such  damage. 

NEWSPAPERS,  MAGAZINES,  ETC. 

7.  No  newspapers,  books  or  other  ar- 
ticles, the  property  of  the  Club,  may  be 
removed  froi  the  house  by  anv  member  or 
employ^,  nor  shall  any  newspaper,  maga- 
zi-ie,  or  book  belonging  to  the  Club,  be 
marked,  cut  or  otherwise  defaced. 

REQUESTS  AND  COMPLAINTS. 
8    All    requests  or  complaints  must  be 
made  in  writing  and  addres.sed  to  the  Sec- 
retary who  shall  submit  them  to  the  House 
Committee  at  the  next  subsequent  meeting 
A  complaint  book  is  placed  in  possession 
of  the  Hall  porter,  which  may  also  be  used 
for  this  purpose.
